You have asied = yuestion rather hard 
to answer concretely. Byzantine coins are for 
_ the most part common, especially in conper. The 
bulk of the gold sells for very little over gold 
value. Now and then certain types'‘or those of 
certain emperors may de worth up to twenty or 
thirty dollars but they mus* be in excellent shape 
and free from holes. For the most part coins found 
in excavations are too poor in condition to be worth — 
| mich but one cannot make any conclusions unless he 
knows his subject thoroughly. As for Armenian coins, 
there is little demand for ‘hese and they are not 
rare, except in gold. The silver and the copper ones 
are found in large quantities. The scientific im- 
portance may or may not amount to much. Ona "dig" 
they carefully record depth, place, ete. where all 
coins are found as they are in many cases an ad- 
ditional theck-up of the period of that exact locality; 
which is about the best answer I can give you.
